January  26th  to  30th  will  be  char- 
acterized by  the  fourth  annual  Lead- 
ership Week  at  the  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Last  year  over  2,000  people  were 
in  attendance  at  meetings  during  the 
five  days.  They  came  from  as  far 
f south  as  Mexico  and  California  and  as 
far  north  as  Canada  and  Oregon,  rep- 
resenting sixty-six  stakes  of  the  L.  D. 
S.  church.  This  year  an  even  greater 
attendance  is  expected,  according  to 
statements  made  by  Professor  Lowry 
Nelson  of  the  B.  Y.  U.  Extension  di- 


The  general  theme  for  the  week 
will  be  “Education  for  Better  Home 
Life.”  As  far  as  possible  the  courses 
to  be  given  deal  with  some  phase 
of  this  subject,  especially  emphasiz- 
ing home  and  family  problems. 

Twenty  general  departments  with  a 
•'  total  of  thirty  courses  have  been  or- 
ganized, and  as  far  as  possibU  a 
complete  treatment  of  the  subject 
matter  taken  up  will  be  given.  The 
program  will  be  characterized  by  an 
emphasis  placed  on  the  imparting  of 
specific  information.  In  most  cases 
the  lectures  are  arranged  in  sequence 
so  that  a good  grasp  of  the  subject 
may  be  obtained  by  attending  the  full 
course  of  any  special  line  during  the 
•'  week. 

Eighty-two  lecturers  will  address 
the  various  meetings;  forty  of  that 
number  are  members  of  the  “Y”  fac- 
ulty, the  other  forty-two  have  been 
spcially  arranged  for  outside  the  in- 
stitution. All  have  had  definite  train- 
ing which  makes  them  authorities  in 
their  fields. 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the 
week  will  be  the  visit  of  Mr.  Rodney 
Wood  of  South  Africa.  Mr.  Wood 
was  formerly  director  of  Gilwell  Park 
Training  School  for  sc'outinasters  in 
England.  He  is  at  present  visiting 
in  the  United  States  and  expects  to 
spend  all  the  time  he  is  in  Utah  at 
the  B.  Y.  U. 

Immediately  after  his  engagement 
here  he  will  leave  for  his  ranch  in 
South  Africa,  where  he  expects  to. 
spend  the  remaining  years  of  his  life, 

: so  that  this  visit  will  probably  be 
his  last  to  America. 

According  to  Professor  Nelson,  the 
j course  in  recreation  is  to  be  especially 
complete  this  year.  In  addition  to 
the  program  given  each  hour  of  the 
day  by  Miss  Jeppson,  Mr.  Twitchell. 
Miss  Lewis  and  Mr.  Robbins,  the 
general  M.  I.  A.  board  will  conduct  a 
special  training  course  in  the  fourth 
ward  chapel  at  7:30  on  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  evenings. 

These  programs  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Oscar  Kirkham,  W.  O. 
Robinson  and  Claude  C.  Cornwall  of 
the  general  M.  I.  A.  board,  and  Miss 
Anne  Nebeker  of  the  Primary  Gen- 
eral board. 

Dr.  E.  E.  Erickson  will  address  this 
group  on  Tuesday  evening  and  Mel- 
vin J.  Ballard  of  the  council  of  the 
twelve  apostles  on  Wednesday.

Rodney  Wood,  world-noted  explor- 
er and  Boy  Scout  worker  from  South 
Africa,  will  be  in  attendance  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  of  the  week  and  will 
give  courses  in  the  various  Scout  ac- 
tivities, such  as  troop  ceremonies, 
camp  craft,  nature  lore,  etc.  Much  of 
the  work  will  be  based  on  thrilling 
experiences  in  South  Africa.  Mr. 
Wood  was  formerly  director  of  the 
Gilwell  I’ark  Training  Center,,  Eng- 
land’s great  camp  for  Scoutmasters. 
For  the  last  two  years  he  has  been 
in  charge  of  training  centers  conduct- 
ed by  the  Canadian  Boy  Scouts  As- 
sociation. 

Another  new  feature  will  be  a series 
of  five  lectures  on  boy  psychology, 
given  by  Professor  Poulson.  This 
should  be  a great  help  to  the  Scout- 
nia.sters,  as  one  of  the  most  funda- 
mental requirements  of  the  scout- 
masters is  the  sympathy  with  the 
boys,  that  comes  only  through  un- 
derstanding them. 

A large  part  of  one  afternoon  will 
be  taken  up  by  President  George  H. 
Brimhall,  who  will  give  a lesson  on 
how  to  tell  stories,  with  a sample 
story.  President  Brimhall’s  ability  in 
this  line  is  well  known  to  everyone 
who  has  ever  heard  one  of  his  in- 
spiring talks  or  stories.

President  T.  N.  Taylor,  talked  to 
the  students  in  devotional  last  Wed- 
nesday. Mr.  Taylor  is  president  of 
the  Farmers  and  Merchants  Bank, 
Taylor  Bros.  Company  and  tltah 
Stake.  He  has  traveled  extensively, 
and  may  well  be  considered  one  of 
Provo’s  most  successful  business  men. 

The  gist  of  President  Taylor’s 
talk  was  on  the  value  one  re- 
ceives through  contact  with  great 
men.  He  has  found  that  “big  men” 
have  high  ideals  and  are  extremely 
accomodating.  They  are  easy  to  ap- 
proach and  are  always  ready  to  listen 
to  others.  They  are  sympathetic  and 
straight  thinkers. 

“A  man  who  likes  horses  and  who 
likes  to  go  fishing  is  a good  fellow,” 
said  President  Taylor,  He  met  just 
such  a “regular  fellow”  in  California. 
This  man  was  also  very  successful 
in  the  business  world. 

In  New  York,  just  before  sailing 
for  Europe,  President  Taylor  called 
on  the  Vice  President  of  one  of  the 
largest  banks  in  the  city.  The  man 
talked  to  him  as  though  he  were  his 
best  friend,  and  not  merely  one  seek- 
ing money.  When  Mr.  Taylor  re- 
turned to  America,  he  found  that  the 
Vice  president  of  this  bank  knew  all 
about  his  trips  and  had  taken  notes 
during  their  talk.  Mr.  Taylor  asked,

STATE  CONTEST  TO 
DEHELD  HERE 


A new  event,  this  year  is  the  state 
commercial  contest.  Although  such 
contests  have  been  common  in  many 
other  states  in  the  past,  this  is  the 
first  year  that  Utah  has  attempted 
to  conduct  one.  The  purpose  of  the 
contest  is  to  stimulate  interest 
commercial  work  in  the  high  schools 
throughout  the  state.  Any  .regular  en- 
rolled high  school  student  may  enter 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  of  the 
high  schools  in  the  stale  will  have  rep- 
resentatives here  on  February  27th. 
when  the  prizes  are  to  be  awarded 
for  the  various  events.  Eleven  high 
schools  have  already  entered,  and 
there  are  prospects  of  many  others 
taking  advantage  of  this  unusual 
commercial  event. 

A.  Rex  Johnson,  who  is  in  charge 
the  contest,  has  recently  returned 
from  Salt  Lake  where  all  the  final 
plans  were  completed.  In  July  the 
President  and  the  Board  of  the  Uni- 
versity gave  their  approval  to  the  con- 
test, and  the  sanction  of  the  National 
Contest  Manager  has  also  been  se- 
cured. Everything  is  moving  toward 
successful  culmination  of  W'hat 
promises  to  be  a big  event  for  the 
Utah  schools. 

The  contest  is  divided  into  two 
parts,  shorthand  events  and  typewrit- 
ing events.  The  teams  sent  from  the 
various  schools,  try  for  the  prizes 
given  in  both  these  lines  of  commerci- 
al work. 

In  the  shorthand  events  a scholar- 
ship to  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity is  given  to  the  first  winner.  A 
gold  and  a silver  medal  are  given  for 
first  and  second  places,  and  a pennant 
to  the  winning  school.  In  typewrit, 
ing  first  and  second  year  contests  are 
to  be  conducted.  The  first  year  prizes 
are  to  be  (1)  a silver  medal  for  the 
first  winner;  (2)  a bronze  medal  for 
the  second  winner;  and  (3)  a pen. 
nant  for  the  winning  school.  The 
school  coming  out  victorious  in  the 
second  year  contest  will  also  receive 
a pennant,  and  there  will  be  two 
silver  medals  given  for  first  place,  and 
three  bronze  medals  for  second 
places. 

Four  scholarships  to  the  B.  Y.  U. 
will  be  given  to  the  students  from 
any  school  winning  highest  place. 
The  school  making  the  most  points 
in  the  typewriting  events,  through  its 
team  of  three  members,  will  be  award- 
ed a silver  loving  cup  by  the  Moun- 
tain States  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company.  This  is  to  become  the 
school’s  permanent  property  after 
winning  for  two  consecutive  years,  i 


The  past  history  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  is  featured  by  a 
commendable  list  of  victories,  taken 
in  various  of  the  numerous  debates 
held  intermittently  since  nineteen- 
hundred- -the  initial  year  of  the 

school’s  intercollegiate  debating 

career.  A list  of  those  who  have  rep- 
resented the  “Y”  in  these  debates 
would  include  a multitude  of  men  and 
women,  diversly  employed  and  wide- 
ly scattered.  Not  a small  number  of 
them,  however,  are  at  present  resi- 
dents of  Provo.  Drs.  Martin,  Wood- 
ward and  Carroll,  Professors  Rowe, 
and  Nuttall,  have  returned  to  the  in- 
stitution and  are  well  known  to  the 
students. 

Thursday  and  Friday  of  this  week, 
a number  of  our  own  student  body 
will  add  their  names  to  the  list  allud- 
ed to  above.  A brief  glance  at  the  past 
records  of  these  people — the  four 
teams,  now  ready  to  clash  with  the 
Utah  Agricultural  College  and  the 
University  of  Utah — makes  the  pros- 
pects for  victory  in  the  coming  en- 
gagements, look  thoroughly  bright. 
Of  the  ten  debaters,  four  were  mem- 
bers of  last  year’s  varsity  teams;  be- 
fore coming  to  the  “Y”,  four  had 
debated  for  junior  colleges  in  Utah 
and  Idaho,  according  to  their  res- 
pective attendance;  one  had,  for  one 
year,  been  coach  of  debating  in  St. 
Anthony  high  school;  and  all  had  had 
valuable  experience  in  high  school 
debating. 

Since  winning  their  places  in  this 
year’s  group,  diligent,  cooperative 
work  with  the  ambition  that  nothing 
less  than  “a  winning”  is  good  enough 
for  them,  has  given  to  these  stu- 
dents an  aggregate  standing,  which 
it  is  hoped  is  certain  to  bring  success.  '

MR.  TOM  PYNE  COMPLETES 
LECTURE  SERIES 


Mr.  Tom  Pyne  of  the  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  department,  has 
just  completed  a series  of  lectures  be- 
fore the  advanced  students  of  Audit*, 
ing  in  the  College  of  Commerce.  His 
subject  was  the  nineteen  twenty  four 
income  tax  law.  According  to  Mr. 
Pyne,  the  income  tax  is  here  to  stay, 
even  though  Congress  may  see  fit  to 
reduce  the  rates  on  both  indiviual 
and  corporations.  Where  individuals 
have  sold  capital  assets,  the  profits 
have  been  high  in  many  cases  due  to 
increase  in  prices  of  everything.  In 
order  not  to  work  a hardship  on  tax- 
payers in  such  cases,  Congress  has 
made  a special  tax  of  two  and  one- 
half  per  cent  to  apply  on  profits  from 
the  sale  of  capital  assets,  rather  than 
the  regular  graduated  or  sur  tax.  Be- 
fore that  provision  was  made  in  1921, 
many  people  would  not  sell  their 
capital  assets  because  of  the  high  tax 
incurred.  After  it  was  made  it  had 
a tendency  to  stimulate  sales  of  cap- 
ital assets.

JOURNALISM  SHOULD  BE  A 
PROFESSION  . 


That  journalism’s  greatest  need  to- 
day “is  to  be  given,  a more  definite 
professonal  status,”  is  the  central 
thought  of  Professor  W.  J.  Bleyer,  in 
a recent  “Editor  and  Publisher  story. 

“Up  to  fifteen  years  ago  the  only 
way  that  anyone  could  learn  journal- 
ism was  to  go  into  a newspaper  of- 
fice a'nd  practice  under  the  direction 
of  practical  newspaper  men,  for  pre- 
vious to  that  time  there  were  no  uni- 
versities that  offered  systematc  in- 
structibn  in  preparation  for  journal- 
ism.” 

Journalism  is  today  just  emerging 
from  “the  apprenticeship  method  in- 
to the  professional  schools  method  of 
training  its  recruits.”  And  “this  evo- 
lution”, he  adds,  “is  exactly  the  same 
as  has  taken  place  in  other  profes- 
sions.” 

A salary  scale  for  reporters,  desk 
men,  city  editors  and  managing  edi- 
tors is  equal  to  that  offered  to  these 
same  men  in  other  professions,  should, 
in  the  opinion  of  Professor  Bleyer, 
he  established.
